^--ritormsand floods, the enormous loss 
or life and the strain of 
incessant 


fighting apparently have taxed to the 
limit of human endurance the oppos- 
ing forces which are facing each other 
in the death struggle in Belgium and 
northern France. 
Another lull has 


come in the great battle which pre- 
sumably Is only the prelude to some 
more desperate efforts. 


Today's reports from the front Indi- 


cate that assaults by infantry and cav- 
alry have been abandoned for the mo- 
ment, except of minor 
engagements, 


and that only the artillery Is con- 
tinuing operations with vigor undimin- 
ished. 


Meanwhile the fighting continues on 


many o-ther fields. The Russian inva- 
sion of Turkish territory from 
the 


Caucasus has been halted. The great 
campaign otf the Russians against the 
Aust'-o-German armies proceeds with 
varying fortune in different localities 
with chief interest now centering on 
the new German offensive movement 
against the Russian center. 
'Accounts of the fighting In Belgium, 
official ar-d otherwise, dwell upon the 
frightful hardships which the men in 
the water-soaked trenches are called 
upon to endure. 


One report comes from a British 


correspondent who estimates the Ger- 
man casualties in Belgium the last 
few dnys at 100,000. 


If similar reports from the east are 


to be credited, the slaughter-in"'that 
territory is no less terrific. .A letter 
written by a Galician priest describes 
a grave more than fo-ur miles long. In 
it, says the -letter, 40,000 Austrians; 
the dead from one day's fighting, were 
buried. 


The most that is being accomplished 


in the west by this sort of warfare, 
the latest British communication indi- 
cates, is that the allies have been able 
to hold their line in the main here and 
there with small retirement .before the 
German assault. 
The French official

of the day, after emphasizing the vio- 
lent character of the cannonading now 
In progress, mentions a few localities 
in Belgium and alona the Alsne where 
German attacks are made.

T:ias 
not convinced German leaders that 
the French coast towns are unattain- 
able; and while snow and rain and 
wind and cold have during the past 
few days so tried the troops remark- 
ably to reduce their fighting incapac- 
ity, there is nothing to show that the 
invaders will not try again. 
How valiantly the Germans have 
been meeting death is recounted by 
the British army's official witness at 
the front, Col. Swinton, who, describ- 
ing the recent fighting around Ypres, 
said: 
"Their dogged perseverance claims 
our whole-hearted admiration." 


This tribute was not qualified as 
heretofore by the query whether dis- 
cipline or sheer bravery prompted the 
men s,o to die, for the troops refer- 
red to were the guard corps, the pick 
of the German army, which -has, ac- 
cording to Co!. Swinton. "retained the 
contempt for death," which it showed 
in the Franco-Prussian war. 


Cracow in Flames.

German Strength Ebbs. 
Paris, Nov. 17.—1-ne Germans in 
the opinion of officers at the front 
are beginning - to show signs • of the 
terrific strain they have undergone 
for the last month in Flanders and 
these officers 
expect 
that General 
Joffre's plans of holding the line and 
permitting .the German host to wear 
itself out in vain, but costly assaults 
will soon bear fruit. 
A staff officer writing from-the bat- 
tle line, even goes so far as to predict 
that within another month the allies 
will'be in a position to drive the 
enemy from French soil. The writer, 
however, admits that he'is by nature 
an optimist 
. 


Exterminate 3,000 Germans. 
London, Nov. 17.—The. following 
story of the annihilation of 3000 Ger- 
mans comes from a wounded soldier 
from the Ypres front. 
"The fighting at Ypres was terrible. 
For forty hours we fought foot to foot, 
employing every resource of infantry 
and artillery. 
"On Sunday a regiment of three 
thousand Germans attacked our posi- 
tion. At a distance of 300 yards our 
artillery 
opened terrible fire and 
mowed them down. They recoiled, but 
reformed and 
returned. 
This . time 
they reached the hundred yard mark 
and again recoiled and reformed. 
"With only a third of their Original 
strength, they advanced again. 
Our 
officers ordered us to hold our fire and 
let them advance. At 20 yards the or- 
der came to 'let them have it.' We 
did, 
and the German regiment ceased 
to exist. 
"In less than an hour 3,000 men had 
been exterminated." 
Keep Account of Damage. 
St. Die, Dept. of Vosges, France,' 


Nov. 
17.—Via Paris—The French gov-! 


ernment is taking careful count of 
the damage done by German invaders 
to French property and of alleged of- 
fenses on the part of the enemy, 
deemed to be in contervention of the 
Hague treaty defining the rules of 
war. Various members of the cabinet 
including Premier Vivivano, M. Bri- 
and, 
M. Millerand, minister of war, 
and M. Ribot, minister of finance, 
have visited towns and villages in the 
territories evacuated by the Germans 
and have made first hand inquiries 
along these lines. 
President Poln- 
care, Gariel Hanotaux, a former cabi- 
net officer, and Deputy Maurice Bar- 
ros have done the same, and they are 
all convinced an- enormous amount of 
property has been destroyed, the 
obliteration of which served no mili- 
tary purpose. 


40,000 In One Grave. 
Amsterdam via London, Nov. 17.— 
The Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant' 
quotes a letter from a Galician priest 
stating that 
40,000 Austrians have 
been buried in one day in a grave six 
and a half feet wide, and a little more 
than four miles long. The bodies, the 
letter says, were laid next to each 
other in three layers. 
These men 
were killed, it was stated, in a battle 
that lasted only a few hours. 


Berlin Report. 
Berlin, wireless, Nov. 17.—Whether 
the latest German victories in the east 
have stopped the 
Russian advance

Madison, Wis., Nov. 17.—That the 
Wisconsin Industrial commission 'does 
not propose to permit violation of 
the law limiting hours of labor for 
women employes, Is evidenced 
by 
records filed with the attorney gener- 
"al today. The citv of Superior is the 
most recent field in which the state 
authorities have called employers in- 
to court and convinced them that the 
law must be obeyed. Hopkins Bros., 
proprietors of a restaurant at Supe- 
rior, have just paid a $60 penalty for 
requiring female employes to work in 
excess of the hours permitted by law. 
The action was started on six counts, 
the maximum ptnalty being $600 at 
a rate of $100 per day for each count. 
The defendants, however, offered to 
confess judgment for the minimum 
penalty, which was agreed to "by the 
Industrial commission and the attor- 
ney general. The judge of the Supe- 
rior court in Superior thereupon fixed 
the minimum nenalty of $60, which 
was paid. So far this plan has been 
followed in all cases of first offense 
for violations of this- law when the 
accused has offered "to confess judg- 
ment without trial.

Premier, Asquith Makes Demands, on

Internal Revenue Officer P. J. Mouat 


.-' Will Be" at His Office to Distri- 


bute Blanks and Stamps. 


Uncle Sam is ready to begin collect- 


ing his special democratic war tax. In 
order to escape a penalty of 50 per 
cent assessed, licenses must be taken 
out before Dec. 1, at the office of the 
collector of internal" revenue, by brok- 
ers, pawnbrokers, commercial brokers 
and custom house 
brokers, all of 
whom will have to pay a special tax' 
of a certain amount. About the only 
persons exempt 
from 
tax are the 
butcher, the baker and the candlestick 
maker. Proprietors of circuses, bowl- 
ing alleys, theatres, moving picture 
houses, billiard and pool 
rooms, as 
well as dealers in and the manufactur- 
ers of tobacco and cigars will be taxed 
annually in proportion to the nature 
of their business.

Drivers of Autos Pressed Into Military 


Service Perform Feats Rival- 


Ing Aviators. 


(Correspondence of The A. P.) 


Paris, Nov. 17.—The exploits of the 


daring automobile drivers who, whiz 
along the 
fringe of the 
shell-torn 


battle front, and sometimes into it, 
on missions of military duty that 
have cost many a life, are as remark- 
able as the aerial 'dashes in this war. 


Thousands: of luxurious touring cars 


and limousines that once graced the 
boulevards of Paris are now employed 
in this service and many of them are 
driven by their wealthy owners, who 
rank as privates, and are comrades 
with professional chauffeurs. 
They 
wear uniforms marked with an "A 
on the arm. Little is heard of their 
individual deeds, which led the Figaro 
to say their service was "obscured." 
In reply the Figaro printed on its first 
page a letter from one of these daring 
drivers, a Paris lawyer, that speaks 
for itself. It follows: 


"'Obscured!' The word is quickly 
said. There is too much 'obscured.' 
And one reason for being so who is 
forced to remain far from the front. 
Thus the automobile service is obscur- 
ed. But the Figaro ought to say that 
in their obscurity the, automobilists 
know how to die and that numerous 
indeed have been those who' already 
have fallen. 
"If. at the beginning of the war, 
one saw automobilists enjoying a ride 
in the 
woods or with their cars 
stationed before fashionable restaur- 
ants, that time has cassed. That 
should be known. 


"The automobile squad to which I 
belong is submitted to the most rigid 
military discipline. 
We have three 
roll calls a day. We do not sleep at 
home. No one ouits the garage dur- 
ing hours of service. 


"The other day, about nine in the 
morning, the quartermaster entered 
the garage. 
Everyone was at 
his 
post. The machines were all equip- 
ped, tanks filled, provisions in the 
hampers, carbines ready—everything 
there to show that we don't just 
merelv make a 'run around the lake.' 
"'They want a car!" cried tie 
quartermaster.

The nert field artillery runs put 


Into service by the United States gov- 
ernment will be supplied with a split- 
trail carriage, .which win permit the 
elevation of the gun to almost the 
vertical point, so that the srunners 
will-be enabled to go after the air- 
ships.

The laborers are paid 
10 cents per day and board, which Is 
equivalent to an additional 5 cents 
per day. 


The spectroscope has proren a valu- 
able and very quick means of analyz- 
ing the mineral waters, as shown 
recently by a French savant. Ha 
sends a beam of light through the 
water to be analyzed and thence 
through the spectroscope prism, in 
order to permit of examining the 
spectrum,- this method revealing very 
minute traces of metals. He Diids 
the most varied metals in different 
samples of mineral water, and even 
the rarest metals, such as germanium 
and gallium, .which are very rarely 
fouud in nature. 


According to popular belief, lacquers 
are vegetable products that exude 
from various trees of India and the 
East when the twigs are punctured 
by a cochineal insect, the Coccus 
lacca.

In favorable circum- 
stances the red secretion gradually 
envelops the larva in a hard lump, 
which protects it torn attack.

Folkestone is now practically the 
only commercial port open for pass- 
enger business from the continent, so 
the stream of refugees, tourists and 
wounded soldiers all passes through 
this port.

Health officers feel the pulse of 
every passenger, examine the wrist 
carefully, look into the throat and 
eyes and scrutinize the foreheads of 
ladies whose hair is fashionably dress- 
ed it is frequently necessary to push 


the hat and front hair back.

action on the part of physicians has 
frequently caused ladies to believe 
the physicians were secret service 
men who suspected they had mes- 
sages concealed in their hair. 


Immigration 
officials 
and

them in conversation in an effort to 
ascertain whether their French or 
English has a German accent. Bag- 
gage is also examined thoroughly by 
inspectors to make sure it contains no 
German newspapers or letters from 
Berlin for persons in England.

England, France and Belgium, all

rigorously cross questioned.
